- The Trzba/i were the + 
firſt, who worſted King Philip - 
of- Macedon ; and made him 
ſurrender the Mares he had 
plunder'd out of 8cyth3a, for - 
2 breed for his Theflatian 
Horſes. Secondly the M2p, + 
Thirdly the Dacz. Fourthly 
the Romans, The Goths were 
the fifth. The Slavonians 
the. fixth. The Bulgarians - 
the ſeventh. The Grecian: - 
the eighth, and the Turks 
the ninth-: Yet ſtill it retain- 
eth the name of Bulgaria, 
from--the-- / olgerians , - who 
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came from the River Volga, 
and by the chavgeof / into 
B are called Bulgarians,, 
whoſe Metropolis, call 'd for- 
merly Tibiſcum, is. knowa 
now,as | intimated before,by 
the name of Sophia, froma 
Church, which Juſtin:an the 
Eqmperour did here dedicate 
ta Santa Sophia... 

As for Thrace in. general,

br#9,now called Mari//a,inte 
which the Taporizs and Ca- 
ladris do empty themſelves. 
The ſaid Hebray is famous 
for the very frequent mentt- 
ons the Poets make of it, 
particularly for 0rphee, - 


diſcontented inthat manner, 
for the loſs. of Exrydice hit 
Wife, againſt the whole Sex, 
introduced the practice f 
Maſculine Venery, for which 
the Ciconiarn Matrons tore 
him in pieces, and threw his 
Limbs into the River.

Philippopolis,they ſhew'd usa 


little Church on a hill, which 
was dedicated toSaint Paw, 
and 'tis very memorable,that 
but three Leagues from 
hence many thouſands of 
People are ſpread up and 
down m the Villages. and 
Towns, which are - called 
Panlini.

The Hungarians averle to 
the Peace with the Turks, in 
regard his Imperial pe 
( of whom they had deſired,
